vent Spilt Beans—Straw Obtained Is 
Quite Valuable Feed for All 
* 
Kinds of Animals. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Soy-bean seed now is of considerable 
* value, and It Is essential that all farm­ 
ers who have raised It thrash aud 
stere It so as to prevent deterioration 
ana loss. 
The ordinary grain separator can 
be adjusted to thrash any beans suc­ 
cessfully, but this machine, lf equipped 
to thrash small grains, must be re 
adjusted when soy beans are to lie 
# thrashed, as otherwise a large per­ 
centage of cracked seed will result.

beans. Undoubtedly such sepira- 
* * 
tors are more satisfactory and econom­ 
ical where a considerable acreage of 
beans Is grown. 
In sections where 
there is an extensive seed production, 
investment la such a machine by a 
community would be profitable. 
Soy beans, lf thoroughly dry, can 
easily be thrashed with a flail. If one 
has only a small acreage—an acre or 
so—this method is practical and eco­ 
nomical. In a few sections, a corn 
shredder has be«-n used Jo advantage 
in the thrashing work and where the 
beans are properly cured and dried, 
the seeds shell out readily , when run 
through this machine. 
Soy beans which have been stacked 
out of doors or housed in the mow- 
previous to thrashing should be thrash­ 
ed when the weather Is dry and suit­ 
able for work of this character. Thrash­ 
ing should not be attempted until the 
beans have passed through a thorough 
sweat and snbsequently cured so that 
seed la separated readily from the

Valuable Feed for Stock. 
_ The straw obtained from thrashing 
^ e soy bean for seed is a valuable 
feed for all kinds of live stock. In 
ninny localities the straw Is baled at 
the time of thrashing sod sold. 
Aa soy-bean seeds spoil father easi­ 
ly lf not properly handled, care should 
be exercised Id curing sod storing. Af­ 
ter the beans are thrashed they should 
be watched carefully to avoid heating 
and moulding. When thoroughly dry. 
there Is no such danger. The best plan, 
according to specialism of the United 
States department of agriculture. Is to 
spread the seed out on a floor im­ 
mediately after thrashing and subse­ 
quently shovel them from time to time 
until they are thoroughly dry. The 
storeroom should be dry and have a 
free circular loo of air. Soy-bean seed 
pees Its viability rather rapidly and It 
ri not safe to hold seed for planting 
purposes more than two seasons. The 
seeds of the soy bean, onlfke those of 
the cowpea, are rarely attacked by 
weevils or other grain Insects.

GUARD TOUR 
LUNGS WITH 
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SOCIALISM COURTS DISASTER 


The Portland Daily Journal which is progressive in its 
political Ideas bordering on socialism, balks at the Oregon four 
per cent interest bill. It would raise banking and insurance 
rates. 
It says such legislation by any western states is courting 
disaster. A bill is being initiated to limit the legal rate of 
interest to only 4 per cent and the contract rate only 5 per 
cent. If it is enacted money would go to other states where 
righer rates could be obtained. 
The Journal says: “You can make the legal rate 4 per 
cent, but you cannot make people lend their money at that 
tate. Or, you can make the note or contract rate 5 per cent, 
the people will themselves decide what to do with their money 
they will send it to be loaned in other states where rates 
are higher. 
“The effect would be disastrous to borrowers. Men would 
withdraw their loans and send the money elsewhere. Money 
could not be borrowed to finance new industries. 
‘^Merchants could not borrow money with which to extend 
their business. Builders could not borrow money with which 
to erect new houses and office structures. 
“On homes where there are mortgages now, the lender 
would demand his money at the expiration of the note, and 
the homeowner would, in many a case, be unable to borrow 
the money with which to pay off the mortgage.” 
Low interest rates stimulate production and enterprise. 
But one state cannot alone, by mere edict legislate the rate 
that borrowers may pay for use of money, and if it tries to 
do this thing alone, great harm will come upon a large part 
of the people.

FARM LABOR SHORTAGE

duce smaller crops than heretofore and that the outstanding 
reason is the shortage and high cost of farm labor. Lands 
that formerly produced, it finds, will lie fallow in some in­ 
stances. In others, lands heretofore, used for crops that re­ 
quire heavy labor are being planted to forage crops that can 
be handled largely by machinery. Beet sugar production will 
suffer severely.

dens all will help. 
Food produced in 
the garden not only helps balance the 
family budget but releases that grown \ 
on farms for the use of people who 
are entirely dependent upon others. 
With the lengthening of the days it 
will not be long until land can be • 
worked, and such hardy crops as peas, I 
onions, lettuce, radishes and beets 
planted, especially throughout the low­ 
er Gulf Coast region.

March 15.

A good meth 
pd is to make about three plantings 
at intervals of two weeks, and lf the 
first planting is killed tile later ones 
take its place; if not killed, early veg­ 
etables will be produced and the sec­ 
ond and third plantings provide a 
continuous supply. 
Keeping up the gardening interest 
throughout the season is just as im­ 
portant as making an early start 
About the time the more hardy vege­ 
tables are planted In the garden the 
seeds of tomato, eggplant, and pep­ 
pers should be started in a window 
box indoors. By the time the ground 
and the air are warm these plants will 
Be of good size and ready to set in 
the garden. In the meantime a few 
“frostproof” or hardy cabbage plants 
may be set out. Next will come the 
planting of snap or string beans. Then 
follows the planting of Lima beans, 
■ammer squashes, melons of all kinds, 
and other of the more tender vege­ 
tables.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 28.—The 
passing of another of the pioneer 
plainsmen, and Indian fighters who 
brought civilization into the West 
was chronicled in the recent death 
of James B. Bullard at his farm 
home near here. He was 73 years 
old. 
Into the wild life of the west, 
Bullard and a brother, John, threw 
themselves following the Civil War. 
Because of his knowledge of wood­ 
craft and scoutcraft, Bullard was 
made a chief of scouts and attached 
to the forces of General Crook, who 
headed regulars sent into the west 
to protect settlers from the Indians. 
Bullard and his brother participated 
in many fights with the Indians co­ 
incident with the settling of New 
Mexico and Arizona. 
The Bullard brothers were known 
in New Mexico at the time of the 
discovery of a rich silver lode near 
Silver City. It was James Bullard 
who named the town which grew up 
almost over night. While making 
their home at Silver City, a band 
of Indian horse thieves terrorized 
the territory. John organized a party 
of cowboys and miners and pursued 
the Indians, in the clash the Indians 
were scattered, but 
John, 
after 
wounding the leader, was in turn 
shot to death by the Indian leader 
who raised on his elbow and fired 
as the plainsman approached. 
The 
story goes that the white men scalp­ 
ed the Indian leader and canned the 
scalp back to James Bullard, who' 
was away frdm home at the time, as 
proof that his brother’s death had 
been avenged. The Indian scalp was 
one of Mr. Bullard's most prised pos­ 
sessions. 
Quiet and unassuming, Mr. Bullard 
related only to those with whom he 
was intimate the stories of his ad­ 
ventures, which took him from the 
Mexican to the Canadian borders.
